HEREAS many Inconveniencies have happened to 
the Revenue of Inland Exciſe and Licences in this King- 
dom, by Souldiers, Brewing and Selling Ale, for which 
divers Summs are now remaining in Arrear, and in 
danger of being loſt. And whereas the ſame hath like- 
wile been of great prejudice to His Majeſty's Service, 
by cauſing a neglect of their Duty in ſuch Souldiers, and 
inducing others to miſ-ſpend the:r Pay or Subſiſtancyr. 
—_— For remedy of the ſa:d Inconveniencies, We do think fic 
US 34,0 9 hereby to Direct and Require the Colonels, vr Comz 
f *(Q TOVED manding Cthcers of the ſeveral Regiments in this King- 
dom, to take effetual care, that no Serjeant, Corporal, or Souldier in their 
reſpetive Regiments be for the future perm'tred to Brew or Sell any Ale, Beer, 
or Srong-Waters, and L:kewile that no Wife of any tuch be permitted fo Brew or 
Sell Ale, Beer, or Strong=Waters, within any Gariſon or Quarter, where the Troop or 
Company, to wh'ch her Husband does belong, ſhall be Quartered, And Cur far- 
ther Pleaſure is that the Commiſſioners of His Maxſty's Revenue, and all CollcAors, 
Sub:Commiſlioners, and other Officers therein concerned, do take care wh-n ever 
they ſhall Diſcover any Souldier belonging to His Majeſty's Army to Brew or Scil 
Ale, Beer, or Strong-Waters, not only to acquaint therewith the Ofticer Co.nmand- 
ng 11 Chiefin any Gariſon or Q1arter, where the ſame (hall happen, bur alſo to 
put the Laws of Excile immediatly in Execution againſt the perilons Brewing or 
Selling as aforeſaid. And to the end Our Pleaſure herein may be the more publick- 
ly known, We hereby require the Sheriffs of the ſeveral Counties, Cities and Towns 
in this Kingdom, to caule this Our Proclamation to be Publiſhed and Afﬀfixed in the 
moſt publ.ck Places w:thin their reſpective Counties, as in fuch caſcs are uſual, 
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Given at His Majeſty's Caſtle of Dablin, the 1 4th Day of Oftober 1697.
